2. An ordinance adopted under subsection 1 may
specifically include only the following:

a. An ordinance that eliminates or limits the exemptions
specified in section 142B.2, subsection 1.

An ordinance that prohibits the designation of smoking
areas notwithstanding section 142B.2, subsection 2.

c. An ordinance that eliminates or limits the exemption iIn
section 142B.2, subsection 3, relating to a public place
consisting of a single room or a bar.

d. An ordinance that provides higher or more stringent
standards or requirements relating to the posting of signs as
provided in section 142B.4.

e. An ordinance that provides higher or _more stringent
civil penalties than those provided In section 142B.6.
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
